EXPORT SUMMARY 


U.S. exports of horticultural products during March 1986 totaled $226 million, 6 
percent more than March 1985. Increased exports of grapefruit more than offset 
declines in lemon and orange shipments to keep total fresh citrus shipments ahead 
of last year's pace. Dried fruit and tree nut shipments continued to increase in 
both quantity and value. Exports for the fiscal year to date already have 
increased, and may continue higher as the dollar weakens against the currencies of 
importing countries.

General Developments 


--The USDA has announced special export promotion programs for almonds, canned 
fruit, citrus, potatoes, raisins, walnuts, and wine. These programs are 
funded under Section 1124 (Targeted Export Assistance) of the Food Security 
Act of 1985 and will be administered by FAS. Targeted export assistance 
programs are intended to counter or offset the adverse effects of unfair 
foreign trade practices on the export of U.S. agricultural commodities.

--Ireland has banned the import of South African fruits and vegetables 
effective Oct 1, 1986. The ban is linked closely to the use by sone South 
African farmers of prison labor and will be lifted iff the prison labor system 
ceases to operate. Import licenses will be granted to certain importers for 
the period Oct 1, 1986 to Jan 1, 1987, after which there will be a total ban. 
Ireland imported approximately $4.5 million of South African produce in 1984. 


Citrus and Products 


--The Government of Japan _announced_on April 9 an orange juice import quota of 
8,000 tons (5 to 1 concentrate basis) for the 1986 Japanese fiscal year (April 


1986-March 1987). This quantity was agreed to in the U.S.-Japan Agricultural 
Trade Agreement of 1984. The supoly of domestically produced satsuma (mikan 
orange) juice was very tight during 1985 due to a smaller crop. According to 
the industry's preliminary estimate, the 1985-86 pack plus a special 5,000-ton 
import quota announced in January and this 8,000-ton quota will satisfy 
Japan's annual requirements in 1986. This requirement has been around 60,000 
tons in recent years. 


Fresh Non-Citrus 


--Sweden's apple and pear crops for 1986/87 are expected to decrease 15-20 


percent due to April frosts, according to U.S. Agcounselor in Stockholm. 
Reports indicate that among the trees hardest hit by freeze damage is the Cox 
Orange Pippin variety, a popular Christmas apple. The United States exnorted 
2,489 tons of apples to Sweden during the 1984/85 season. A crop shortfall 
could mean a longer import opening season and increased imports from the 
United States in 1986/87.

Dried Fruit and Nuts 


--Subzero temperatures in in during the nights of April 12 and 13 are 
reported to have caused substantial damage to the Spanish almond crop. 
Although trade source reports of damage in the 30-to-40 percent range may be 
exaggerated, a crop shortfall in Spain coupled with an expected short crop in 
California this year will affect prices in the world almond market. The U.S. 


almond trade is concerned that this situation could make it difficult to 
maintain newly won export markets. 


-Japan_has revised its import quarantine regulations for in-shell walnuts. 
Wes. 


in-shell walnuts, formerly prohibited from entering Japan because of the 
dangers of codling moth infestation can now be imported. Japan approved two 
U.S. fumigation facilities and imports of the Hartley, Thayner and Franquette 
varieties will soon begin. Japanese inspectors will be on site in California 
to oversee the fumigation process. During the 1984/85 season, U.S. exports of 
shelled walnuts were valued at $2.5 million. 


Other Processed Fruit 


--Global canned deciduous fruit supplies have rebounded from the low levels of 
1983 and 1984. Carryover stocks of canned peaches and canned fruit mixtures 
are forecast at record levels as the 1986/87 crop year begins, led by a glut 
in European Community (EC) producing countries. Industry analysts fear the 
oversupply will depress prices for the new crop. 


In the United States, continued low exports and large imports should guarantee 
that stocks of canned peaches at the beginning of the 1986/87 crop year will 
be three times as high as a year earlier. Stocks of fruit mixtures should be 
about 10 percent higher than the previous year. 


The EC continues its transition from importer to exporter. Greece packed a 
record quantity of peaches, but slack demand in a saturated market led to 
decreased exports and substantial end-of-year stocks. Both production and 
exports of canned apricots were at all-time highs. Italy's 1984/85 (revised) 
and 1985/86 canned peach production estimates are up sharply to nearly twice 
the average pack of a few years ago. End-of-year stocks have ballooned to 
more than half the 1985/86 total supply. Despite a production drop in 1985, 
Italy remains the world's leading exporter of canned pears. Spain will be 
"tapered in" to EC subsidy schenes. Increased interest in the Spanish fruit 
and vegetable processing sector has led to increased estimates of Spanish 
production. A decline in overall 1985/86 exports of canned peaches is 
forecast because of decreased shipments to the United States. 


South Africa, the Southern Hemisphere's leading producer and exporter of 
Canned fruit, recently completed its 1985/86 pack. Good peach and apricot 
crops, an adequate pear pack, and a low-valued currency favor South African 
exports. Australia's fruit vorocessing industry continues to consolidate. A 
good pear pack this year contrasts a smaller peach pack. Argentina, plagued 
by bad weather and expensive production inputs, packed its smallest peach crop 
in several years. Chile's small but growing fruit canning industry appears to 
have picked up sone of the slack caused by low exports from Argentina. (See 
the Statistical Section for detailed production, supply, and distribution

Vegetables 


-—-Canada has e ded its tato diversion program to include New Brunswick 
growers. A Cane million (OSes million) Federal program waS announced on 
April 4, 1986 to assist New Brunswick farmers in disposing of their surplus 
potato stocks by diverting up to 2 million hundred weight (cwt)to foreign food 
aid, starch production, and livestock feed. Producers must apply for the 
assistance before the end of April and the program will terminate on June 15, 
1986. Assistance will be available on a maximum of 200 acres per farm to a 
maximum of 8,000 cwt. The maximum assistance is Can$24,000 per farm based on 
3 Canadian cents per pound. 


This action follows the earlier announcement of a Can$6 million (US$4.3 
million) Federal diversion program for Prince Edward Island potato growers on 
April 3, 1986, that will convert surplus potatoes into fertilizer, Livestock 
feed, and potato granules for later resale. This Federal assistance program 
is in addition to the Can$3 million previously committed by the Province (see 
Horticultural Products Circular, March 1986). Overproduction and low prices 
in both Canada and the United States are causing severe distress in the potato 
industry, especially in the Atlantic region where the crop is of major 
econonic importance. The Canadian Government has paid out more than Can$57 
million in stabilization payments to Eastern Canadian potato farmers over the 
past decade (Can$1=US$0.72). 


--The European Community's (EC) canned sweet corn pack (excluding Spain and 
Portugal) exceeded the trading group's imports for the first time in 1985, 


accorjing to the French Canner's Association. Ninety-five percent of the EC's 
sweet corn pack is processed by 10 modern canneries (all are less than 5 years 
old). Six French canneries account for about 78 percent of the total, with 
three Italian firms accounting for an additional 20 percent. A new Greek firm 
which opened in 1985 processed the remaining 2 percent. Apparent consumption 
of canned sweet corm in the EC-10 is estimated to have increased 58 percent 
between 1932 and 1985. The United States exported 20,000 tons of canned corn 
to the EC-10 in 1985, down 10 percent from the peak of 22,000 tons in 1983. 
The United Kingdon, West Germany, and France are the largest markets for the 
U.S. product. All of the decline since 1983 has been in the French market. 
Principal competitors in the EC import market are Israel and Canada. Hungary 
and Yugoslavia supply lesser amounts. 


Wine, Beer, and Hops 


--The total antity of wine allocated for compulsory distillation in the 
European Community (EC) during the 1985/86 wine year has been set at 7.5 
million hectoliters (mhl) (198 million gallons) representing about 5 percent 
of EC-10 production. Of this amount, 3.85 mhl will be of French origin, 3.35 


mhl of Italian origin, and 0.30 mhl of Greek origin. Compulsory distillation 
in 1984/85 was 12 mhl (317 million gallons).

--Japan's imports of bottled wines are off sharply as a result of the 
diethylene glycol scandal surrounding some European wines. Total imports of 
bottled wines were down 39 percent during the 1985/86 November-February 
period, but imports from the United States were up 78 percent, tripling the 
U.S. market share to 12.5 percent. Sales to Japan show promise as U.S. wines 
have not been touched by the diethylene glycol scandal. Other factors 
increasing sales have been more favorable exchange rates and market promotion 
programs by the U.S. Wine Institute. 


PACIFIC RIM 


MARKETS FOR U.S. HORTICULTURAL PRODUCTS IN THE PACIFIC RIM 


The Pacific Rim countries 1/ took $865 million of U.S. horticultural products 
in calendar year 1985, approximately one-third of total U.S. horticultural 
exports. The region is a strong market for U.S. products, especially oranges, 
lemons, grapefruit, apples, table grapes, melons, raisins, prunes, almonds, 
walnuts, canned and frozen sweet corn, frozen potatoes, wine and a variety of 
fresh vegetables. Asian consumer demand for fresh, high-quality fruits, 
vegetables, and tree nuts has contributed to the growth of these markets. 
Also, the Pacific Rim contains some of the world's fastest growing economies, 
including Japan, Hong Kong, Singapore, South Korea, and Taiwan. Australia, 
Malaysia, and New Zealand have become steady markets for the United States 
over the last several years. 


Horticultural exports to Japan, $493 million in 1985, will be aided by the 
declining value of the dollar and tax reductions which should sour consimer 
spending. In Japan, the powerful agricultural lobby has worked to erect a 
number of barriers to the entry of horticultural products, including high 
tariffs, limited entry seasons, import quotas, very strict phytosanitary 
regulations, and, with respect to wine, an excise tax system which 
discriminates against high quality, imported product. The U.S.-Japan Trade 
Agreement of 1984 has helped to relax several import quotas, especially for 
fresh citrus and citrus products. The United States has a strong market for 
oranges, grapefruit, lemons, almonds, raisins, prunes, fresh strawberries, 
kiwifruit, grapefruit juice, grape juice, canned and frozen sweet corn, frozen 
and dried/dehydrated potatoes, fresh asparagus, and wine. Japan also can be a 
good market for onions when the storage onion crop on Hokkaido Island fails as 
it did in 1984, Many of these products have been aided by a_ strong 
promotional effort which is jointly funded by FAS and industry. The U.S. 
Government is continuing efforts to open this valuable market further through 
continued negotiations with the Government of Japan on a wide variety of 
products. 


Hong Kong and Singapore offer truly open markets for U.S. produce because of 
their free trade philosophy and their reliance on food imports. Their 
predominantly Chinese populations demand high quality in both flavor and 
appearance. Yet Hong Kong, through its network of street hawkers, also 
provides a good market for produce which may have been damaged in transit. 
Hong Kong and Singapore also play an important role in the re-export of goods 
to other countries in Asia. Hong Xong is the second largest U.S. market in 
the Pacific Rim ($163 million in 1985), while Singapore ($44 million in 1985) 
has the highest per capita food import bill in the world. Our exports to both 
markets are expected to have continued, but less rapid, growth as the overall 
economies of both countries face slower growth in the coming year. Hong Kong 
is a major market for fresh produce including oranges, apples, grapes, plums, 
melons, celery, lettuce, tomatoes, and dried fruit and tree nuts--raisins, 


T/ The Pacific Rim countries for the purpose of this report consist of the 
countries of East Asia, the Indian subcontinent and Oceania. The eight 
countries reported on in detail in this article account for $829 million out 
of $864 million of U.S. horticultural product exports to the region.

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figs and almonds. Singapore takes a similar mix of fresh fruits, oranges, 
grapes, plums, and also dried fruit and tree nuts: raisins, prunes and 
almonds. A sizable portion of Singapore's imports are transshippel to 
Malaysia and other neighboring countries. In these markets U.S. exports face 
competition from China, Taiwan, Australia, New Zealand, Chile and South Africa. 


Both Taiwan and South Korea have very restricted markets, although Taiwan is 
our largest .offshore market for apples. Taiwan relies mostly on high tariffs 
to restrain imports. South Korea has constructed an elaborate import 
licensing system, as well as severe phytosanitary restrictions such as those 
placed on U.S. grapefruit. Both countries, with their strong, export oriented 
economies, offer good opportunities for growth if their trade barriers can be 
lowered. Taiwan and South Korea took $39 million and $16 million worth of 
U.S. horticultural products last year, respectively. The major products 
exported to Taiwan are apples, grapes, frozen concentrated orange juice 
(FCOJ), oranges, canned cherries, canned sweet corn, raisins, prunes, walnuts 
and almonds. Recent negotiations may lead to significant opportunities for 
increased wine exports to Taiwan. South Korea is a good market for raisins, 
almonds, FCOJ and other citrus juices and canned fruits. 


Malaysia is an emerging market, taking $23 million worth of our horticultural 
products in 1985. The affluent Chinese minority provides a growing market for 
a wide range of products although the Malay and Tamil ethnic groups may emerge 
as the market of the future as their incomes increase. Malaysia has 
relatively few trade barriers. Malaysia has tried to discourage the practice 
of importing through Singapore by offering a tariff rebate on goods which 
enter directly into Malaysia. Oranges, apples, grapes, raisins and potato 
chips are leading imports from the United States. Almonds, a relatively small 
market at $304,000 in 1985, may have growth potential. 


Australia and New Zealand, in spite of their highly productive agricultural 
sectors, provide markets for U.S. horticultural products during their off 
seasons and for products which are not produced "down under". Australia took 
$40 million and New Zealand $12 million last year. Almonds, walnuts, oranges, 
lemons, kiwifruit, raisins, dried prunes, garlic and frozen sweet corn are the 
major items going to Australia. New Zealand is a good market for oranges, 
apples, grapes, raisins, prunes, FCOJ, and almonds. U.S. citrus exports to 
New Zealand may be hurt in the long run by the opening of the market to 
increased competition fron Australian citrus.

CARIBBEAN BASIN INITIATIVE 


The Caribbean Basin Recovery Act, better known as the Caribbean Basin 
Initiative (CBI), is in its third year of implementation. The program so far 
has been remarkably successful in promoting imports of certain horticultural 
products into the United States. 


This 12-year program, which began January 1, 1984, allows duty-free access to 
the U.S. market for 21 beneficiary countries in Central America and the 
Caribbean. Duty-free treatment applies to all products except textiles and 
apparel, leather goods and footwear, petroleum and petroleum products, 
processed tuna, and watches and watch parts. The CBI legislation provides a 
"fast-track" safeguard provision for perishable agricultural commodities, 
under which import duties may be restored within 21 days if increased imports 
of these commodities from CBI beneficiaries are shown to be causing injury to 
a U.S. industry. A final determination of injury subsequently must be made by 
the U.S. International Trade Commission (ITC), under Section 201 of the Trade 
Act of 1974, 


The Caribbean Basin beneficiary countries remain relatively small shareholders 
of U.S. horticultural product imports, except for fresh bananas and plantains, 
which account for 75 percent of the $573 million of ¥V.S. horticultural 
products imported from these countries in 1985. The beneficiary countries 
increased their share of U.S. horticultural imports other than bananas and 
plantains, from 2.2 percent to 2.5 percent between 1983 and 1985. (Note: The 
discussion in the remainder of this article excludes bananas and plantains.) 


All U.S. horticultural imports fron the beneficiary countries grew 58 percent 
between 1983 and 1985, but previously dutiable items increased substantially 
faster--92 percent. The value of imports competitive with agricultural 
products grown in the United States increased 78 percent, compared to a 15 
percent increase for non-competitive commodities. Frozen concentrated orange 
juice (FCOJ) accounted for 40 percent of the increased imports of previously 
dutiable, competitive items. 


Five countries--the Dominican Republic, Guatemala, Costa Rica, Honduras, and 
Jamaica--supplied 81 percent of U.S. horticultural imports fron the CBI 
beneficiaries in 1985. All five expanded their exports to the United States 
between 1983 and 1985, but Jamaica, which more than doubled the value of 
horticultural imports supplied fron $7 million to $15 million, showed the 
biggest ‘gain. Peppers, melons, oranges, yams, and dasheens were the biggest 
growth items for Jamaica. Imports fron Belize increased sharply, from less 
than $500,000 to over $8 million. Most of the increase was in FCOJ. Import 
data also show a large increase from Panama, but most of the increase is 
attributable to the category "fresh olives", which may be erroneously 
categorized or a transshipped item. The Daninican Republic is the largest CBI 
supplier of U.S. horticultural product imports. About 20 percent of total 
horticultural imports and one-third of perishable product imports fran the 
Dominican Republic enter in Puerto Rico.

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TREE NUTS 


THE MARKET FOR TREE NUTS IN THE NETHERLANDS 


--The Netherlands depends completely on imports to meet its demand for tree 


nuts. The United States is the major supplier of almonds, walnuts and 
pecans. In 1985, the value of U.S. tree nut exports to the Netherlands was 


$19 million. 





Total almond imports into the Netherlands have been fairly stable over the 
years. In 1985 imports from the United States captured a 57 percent market 
share, a significant improvement over the 43 percent share achieved in 1984, 
About 70 percent of all almonds imported into the Netherlands are further 
processed into almond paste and/or marzipan; about 15 percent goes directly to 
conusumers via roasters and packers and the remaining 15 percent is destined 
to manufacturing uses such as the confectionary and bakery industries.The 
value of U.S. almond exports in 1985 was $12.2 million. 


Most of the walnuts consumed in the Netherlands are imported fron the United 
States. Shelled walnuts are imported mainly for bakery use and inshell 
walnuts are imported in the fall for the Christmas season. These are bagged 
and sold to consumers. The United States by far dominates this market and 
captured an 86 percent share in 1985. The EC import duty on inshell walnuts 
was raised fron 8 to 30 percent in November 1985 because of a U.S.-EC trade 
dispute, which resulted in a 50 percent decline in the value of U.S. exports 
to the Netherlands in 1985. Exports in 1985 were valued at $5 million. 


The pecan is relatively unknown in the Netherlands. It is used in nut 
mixtures and is considered expensive. Pistachios also are a relatively 
unknown product and they have never appealed to Dutch consumers due to 
appearance and high price. The Netherlands imports considerable quantities of 
hazelnuts (filberts) for its chocolate and bakery industries. Turkey is the 
dominant supplier and U.S. participation in the hazelnut import trade 
insignificant.

WORLD PINEAPPLE SITUATION 


Production of canned pineapple in calendar year 1986 in the ten major 
producing countries is forecast to exceed 1.0 million metric tons, up 7 
percent from 1985. A modest increase in canned pack is expected to occur in 
most major producing countries, with the exceptions of Kenya and the United 
States. In the United States, canned pack has declined with the phasing out 
of one of Hawaii's processing and canning facilities. The leading canned and 
fresh pineapple producers in 1986 were the Philipines, Thailand, the United 
States, and South Africa. 


The Philippines continued as the leading producer of canned pineapples. 
Canned production consists of slices, chunks, tidbits, and crushed pineapple. 
Other canned pineapple products, such as waste and discards, are used for 
juice extraction. An increase in both canned and other processed pineapple 
production is expected in 1986 based on the anticipation of a larger crop due 
to an expansion in harvested area. Long-term prospects for growth in 
production for export are constrained by limited ability to expand area.

In Thailand, canned production is expected to reach 220,000 tons, up 5 percent 
from 1985. The pack consists of a wide assortment of products, including 
chunks, tidbits, crushed, slices (broken and whole) pieces, and juice. 
Approximately 90 percent of Thailand's annual pack is exported. All juice for 
export is in the form of concentrate. In 1984, Thailand emerged as the 
world's largest canned pineapple exporter, surpassing the Philippines, and is 
expected to maintain this position in 1986. Over the past few years, Thailand 
has been exporting canned pineapple at an annual rate of 135,000-193,000 tons 
with the bulk going to the United States, West Germany, and Canada.

Thai canned product has a cost disadvantage in Europe, compared with products 
fron Africa and the Caribbean which are imported into the European Community 
duty free. Preliminary data show exports in 1985 increased 3 percent over a 
year earlier, reaching 192,745 tons valued at $121 million. Export forecasts 
for 1986 are even higher. 


Government-imposed minimum export prices remain unchanged fron the last two 
seasons at $8.80 to $10.55 per case of 24 2 1/2 cans. 


There are no significant changes in Mexico's capacity for processing canned 
pineapples and other pineapple products. Most processed pineapple produced in 
Mexico is in the form of slices. In 1986, an increase in pineapple delivery 
for processing is forecast, due to higher fresh production. Processors for 
both fruit and juice hope to increase their production of processed pineapple 
for export. 


U.S. imports of canned pineapple during 1985 reached 239,000 tons, up 26 
percent over the prior year. The Philippines continued as the leading 
supplier with 51 percent of the total, followed by Thailand with 33 percent. 
The total value of imports was $149 million. Imports of other processed 
pineapple products including pineapple juice and pineapples’ prepared, 
excluding canned, were valued at $49 million in 1985. 


U.S. exports of canned pineapple products in 1985 included pineapple juice not 
concentrated, pineapple juice concentrate not frozen, and pineapples prenared 
and preserved. The value of pineapple juice not concentrated totaled $5.3 
million, with Canada taking the major share at 80 percent. The values of 
pineapple juice concentrate not frozen and pineapples prepared-preserved were 
$915,000 and $6.2 million, respectively.
